The  monthly  examination  for  February, 
us  published  in  the  report  at  considerable 
length, affords  a  very  satisfactory  knowledge 
of  what  is  required  of  pupils  in  the  school. 
It  is  arranged  by  classes  and  again  by  th  • 
btudies  in  each  chtss.  At  the  end  of  each 
study  the  highe-t  per  cent,  of  attainment  is 
given  an  wvll  as  tlie  lowest  per  cent.  Tlit're 
are  evidently  one  or  in<»rw  good  scholars  in 
each  class,  and,  it  would  a  Inn  seem,  more 
or  less  dull  ones.  The  fifth  class  in  the 
Grammar  Department  exhibits  rather  more 
proficiency -in  this  examination  than  the 
higher  classes.  The  High  School  presents 
a  first  rate  record  in  Geometry,  but  not  .co 
good  in  Arithmetic  apd  Algebra,  whilaLit- 
iu  and  English  Grammar  are  up  to  a  fair 
standard. 

Indifferent  scholarship  is  noticeable,  in 
many  instances,  in  the  foundation  studies 
#  of  Grammar,  Arithmetic  and  Orthography. 
These  are  the  branches  on  which  the  great¬ 
est  care  should  be  bestowed.*  Oral  drill  iu 
in  these  studies  is  of  notch  importance. 
Let  a  boy  leave  school  at  fifteen  thorough 
in  this  particular,  and  lie  will  have  a  found¬ 
ation  on  which  he  can  build  a  superstructure 
*  as  he  goes  along.  He  will  be  able  to  do 
a  err  ditable  life-work,  especially  in  this  age 
of  books  nnd  newspapers,  front  which  so 
much  knowledge  pertaining  to  history  and 
science  can  be  so  easily  acquired  Rut  bad 
spelling,  botcliy  grammar  and  blundering 
figures  are  inexcusable  abominations — de¬ 
fects  in  one’s  early  education  which  are  very 
apt  to  haunt  him  all  his  days. 

But  we  would  by  no  means  overlook*  or 
slight  the  importance  of  instruction  in  nat¬ 
ural  science.
